Giving an Account of the my5t remarkable Paſſages 
thereof, from the Day of bis ſetting Sail from Houl- 
land, to the firſt Day of this inſtant December, 
1688, 


|S Highneſs the Prince of Oranze ſet ſail from Holl.md 

with about ſeven hundred Capital Ships, Fire-ſhips, 

Pinks, Tenders, ©c. The Fleet ſtood out at Sca to 

the Norward, which met with- horrid Storms for two Days 
and two Nights together, in which bad Weather there were 
loſt above five hundred Horſe, and a Veilel parted from 
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the Flect, wherein were four hundred Foot ſuppoſed to be 
loſt, but now known to be arrived ſafe at the Texel, but 
grievouſly ſhatter'd and torn by the Storms ; two of the 
Prince's principal Men of War were forced to new Rigg at 
Helverſluſe. : 

The Prince immediately, on his return back, inform'd the 
States of the condition of the Fleet, ( which was not ſo dam- 
nitied as was regreſented by the Vulgar and Ignorant) who. 
thereupon, to lull a great Man aſleep, the States, or ſome une 
employed by them, order'd, That the Harlem and Amſter- 
dam Courantier ſhould make a diſmal Story of it, by repre- 
ſenting to the World, that the Prince returned with his Fleet 
miſerably ſhatter'd and torn, having loſt nine Men of War, 
and divers others of leſs Concern ; one thouſand Horſe ruin'd ; 
a Calenture among the Sea-men ; the loſs of Dr. Burner, and 
the chief Miniſters under the Prince ; the ill Opinion the 
States had of the Expedition. In ſhort, That one hundred 
thouſard pounds would not repair the Damage ſuſtained ; and, 
almolt ncxt to an impoſſibility, that the Prince ſhould be in a 
corditicn to purſue his Delign till the Spring. And yet at 
the ſame time all hands were at work to repair the damaged 
Ships, which were inconſiderable ; ſo that in eight days 
time they were all re-ſitted. The Signal being given by the 
diſcharge of a Gun, all the Fleet immediately weigh'd Anchor 
and ſtood out at Sea, ſteering their courſe Norward all that 
Night; next day, upon Tide of Ebb, they made a Stretch, 
and made a Watch above a League, and then ſtood Weſtward, 

lay all Night in the ſame poſture, not making two Leagues 
of Watch. 

In the middle of the Night, an Advice-Boat brought us an 
Account, that the Engliſh Fleet, conſiſting of 33 Sail, lay to 
the Weſtward of ours. Upon which the Prince fired a Gun, 
which cauſed a great Conſternation in the whole Fleet, we 
bevings brisk Eafterly Wind, concluded themſelves to be all 
ruin'd : But th: ſmall advice-Boats cruſing for a more certain 
Account of the Engliſh, brought us back word, That inſtead 
of the Engliſh Fleet, which the former Advice had alarm?d us 
<FD. with, it was Admiral Herbert with part of our Fleet, which 
__. \ had becn ſeparated ſome hours from the Body of the Fleet : 
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Upon whoſe Arrival, great rejoicing was among us all, and a 
Signal of Joy was given for it-by the Prince. 

In the Morning, about Eight, the Prince gave a Signal, that 
the Admirals ſhoild come aboard him : Immediately after rhe 
whole Fleet was got into the North foreland, upon which the 
Prince gave the uſual Sign of Danger, (according to the prin- 
ted Book ) a:d ordered that the Fleet ſhould all come up in a 
Body, ſome fifteen or ixteen deep, his Highnels leading the 
Van, in the Ship Bri# (in Engliſh, Speftacles :) His Flag was 
Engliſh Colours; the Motto impailed thercon, is, Tuz Pro- 
TESTANT RELIGION, AND LIBERTIES Of EnGlanD; and un- 
derneath, inſtead of Diu & Men Droit, AND I wiLL Main- 
TAIN IT, 

The Council of- War, from aboard the Prince, ſent - three 
ſmall Frigats into the: Mouth of the Thames, wiz the Perpus, 
Poſtilion, and Merewy:, who on their return, brought us word, 
That the Engliſh Fleet lay in the Buoy of the Nore, conlilting of 
34 Sail, and three more which lay in the Downs. The Wird 
continuing at E. N. E. 

The Prince immediately thereupon, gave another Signal 
of ſtreching the whole Fleet in a Line, | Dover to Calls, 
twenty five deep : SO that our Fleet reached within a Leagne 
of cach place ; the Flanks and Reer were guarded by our Met 
of War. This ſight would have ravili”d the moſt curious Eye; 
of Europe. When our Fleet was in its greateſt Splendour, the 
Trumpets and Drums playing various Tunes to reivice our 
Hearts ; this continued tor above three hours. 

Immediately after the Prince gave ns a Sign to cloſe, and we 
ſailed that night as far as Beachy, and commanded ns to follow 
the Signal by Lights he had hung out to us, viz. all the ſmall 
Sail ſhould come up to him by morning, | 

By the Morning-day we efpied the Jſte of Wight, and then 
the Prince ordered th: Fleet to be drawn into the ſame poſture 
as before related : yet not ſtretching above half Channel over 
in this place. About five in the Morning we made the Starr, 
the Wand chopping about to the Weſtward ;, upon which we 
ſtood fair by Dartmenth, and fo made for Tor-bay, where the 
Priace-again ordered the whole leet into the fame poiture a5 
at Dover and Call, : 
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Upon his Arrival at Tor-bay, the People on Land, in great 
numbers, welcom®d his Highnefs with loud Acclamations of 
loy. 

hamedicnaty after the Prince gave two Signals, that the 
Admirals thould come aboard him, which they did ; and then 
order'd, that the whole Fleet ſhould come to an Anchor, and 
immediately land 3 and further ordered, that the Admirals 
ſhould ſtand out at Sea as a Guard, as well as the ſmaller 
Men of War to attend and guard their Landing ; and alſo 
order'd ſix Men of War to ran in to guard Tor-bay. 

The Prince then put out a Red Flag at the Miſen-yard- 
arm ; and provided to land in {ixty Boats, laid ready for that 
purpoſe : Upon which the Prince lignihted, that General 
Mackay wich his fix Regiments of Engliſh and Scots ſhould 
firit land ; and alſo, that the little Porps with eighteen Guns 
ſhould run a-ground to ſecure their Landing : But there was 
no Oppoſition ; for the People bid us Heartily Welcome to Eng- 
land ard gave us all manner of Proviftions for our Refreſh- 
ment. 

The fifth of November ( a Day ncver to be blotted out of the 
Engliſh-man's Heart ) the Prince cauſed to be landed abour 
2co0 : The Country bringing in all manner of Provition 
both for Man and Horſe, and were paid their Price honeſtly 
for it. 

The Prince the fame Day commanded Captain M to 
ſearch the Lady C«ry's Houſe, at Tor-abby, for Arms and 
Horſes ; and ſoall other Houſes which were Roman-Catholicks. 
The Lady entertained them civilly, ſa'd her Husband was 
gone to Plymouth : They brought from thence ſome Horſes, 
and afew Arms, but gave ng further Diſturbance to the Lady 
or her Houſe. Nor ſhall it be forgotten, what was faithfully 
attcd at this Lady's Houſe, immcdiately on our arrival at Tor- 
bay : There was a Prieſt, and ſome others with him were upon 
a Watch-Tower to diſcover what our Fleet was, * whether 
French or Dutch-: Ar laſt they diſcover<cd the White Flazs on 
ſome of ovr Men of War ; the ignorant Prieſt concluded ab- 
ſolutely we were the French Fleet, which with -great impa- 
tence they had fo long expetted ; and having 1aid up great 
Provilicns for their Entertainment, the Prieſt ordercd all to 

the 
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the Chappel to ſing Te Derm for the Arrival of their ſup- 
poſed Forces ; but bing ſoon deccived, on our landing, we 
found the benefit of their Provitions; and inſtead of Yoſtre 
Serviture Monſieur, they were entertained with Teen Mijnhere, 
Can you Dutch ſpraken? Upon which they all ran away from 
the Houſe, but the Lady and a few old Servants. 

Preſently after the Prince of Orange*s landing, he ſent a 
Quince to the Earl of Bath, which was ſuppoſed to intimate 
his coming 1n to him. 

The whole Army, to the beſt of my knowledg, conſiſted of 
about 20000 Horle and Foot, Volunteers, &c. The News of the 
Prince's landing was brought to the City of Exeter by ſeveral 
Expreſles to the Earl of Bah, they landed all th:ir Horſe firit 
of all, and after that the Foot, all the Army bei g aſhore by 
Tueſday Three of the Clock in the Afternoon, 2ll their Bag- 

age, Proviiions, and Ammunitica being ſent about for Top- 
| ©, wh.re they were brought up by Water to thi: City, 
there was abundance landed with the Prince at Torbay for pre- 
ſeat Scrvice in caſe they ſhould need it, The Wedneiday, b<- 
ing the 7eb currant, one Captiin Hicks came to Town ( who 
is the Son of that worthy Divine Mr. Fob» Hicks the N. C. 
deceaſed) and as ſoon as hz came, the Mobile in very great 
numbers flocked to him to liit themſelves in the Service ot the 
Prince of Oranze, which the Mayor hearing of, ſent for him au:d 
queſtioned with him, whethcr he had a Commulion for what he 
did z but he would produce none, nor give any accourt of the 
Prince's Deſign, upon which he was commirted to Priſon ; but 
the Concourſe of People was fo great about the Grild- Hall, that 
they would not ſutiſer him to be carrizd away, fo he remaine« 
there till next day in the Cuſtody of two Conſtables, and was 
very nobly provided for by thz Mayor ; Flwrſday the Lo:d 
Aordant with three or four Troops of Horſe came to Towr, 
and Dr. Bxrnet with him. and when they came to the G:te ot 
this City, it waz ſhu! againſt them, npon which the Lord 27or- 
dant commanded ihe Pu cer to open the Gate cn pain of Death, 
which yas preſently ſet open, and being open, required him 
on the ſame penalty not to [hut it again : as {o2n as th:y were 
entred, the Lord M. went to the Hall, and fert Captain Hits 
at libcrty, and inguired of his Uſage, who gave the Lord 1 a 
very 
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very large Charatter of the Mayor's Civility and Reſpett to 
him, vpon which there was a Guinea given thoſe that waited on 
him; that Afrernoon the Lord 2. and Dr. Burner waited on 
the Mayor to know if he would meet the Prince at the Gate, 
and govern the City under him ? which he excuſed, and told 
them he was under the Obligation of an Oath to his Majeſty, 
and therefore deſired the Prince would lay no Commands on 
him that ſhould be prejudicial to his Conſcience, and after 
ſome debate of the Matter they departed. All the Thurſday 
they kept coming to Town ; the Friday the Prince came with 
his Guards, and were marching into, and ſome through the City 
to places adjacent about three hours without ceaſing, and more 
or leſs they came in {t1l] util Night ; Men better horgd 1 ne- 
ver ſaw in all my Life. 

On Saturday, Sabbath-day, Monday, and Tueſday the 
main Body of the Army came, and moſt of them ( only ſome 
few Regiments of -Foot ) marched to Tiverton, Collumpton, 
Honiton, &c. and to the Neighbouring Pariſhes, and the Foot 
to Cliſt-heath, where they incamped and pitched their Tents, 
The Biſhop fled, and is come for Londen, and is made Arch- 
biſhop of Tork,;, the Dean likewiſe withdrew, ( but returned 
to the Prince after a few Days Conlideration ) whoſe Houſe 
the Prince took for his Lodgings. 

On the Lords-day Dr. Burnet __ at the Cathedral on 
the four laſt Verſes of the 107th Plalm, | He poureth Contempt 
upon Princes, and cauſeth themto wander im the Wilderneſs, where 
os is no way. Tet ſetteth he the Poor on high from Afflittion, 
and maketh him- Families like a Flock, The Righteous ſhall ſee it, 
and rejoice ;, and all Iniquity ſhall ſtop her Mouth. Whoſo u wiſe, 
and wilt obſerve thoſe things, even they ſhall underſtand the loving. 
Kindneſs of the Lord, ) Wherein he obſerved the wonderful 
Providence of God towards them in the whole Conduct of 
Affairs in this — and how they intended to have 
landed the 4th of November, if it had been poſſible, it being 
the Prince's Birth-day, and the Day of his Marriage to the 
Princeſs, but they could not poſſibly make to Land, and fo 
could not pet the Shoar till the fifth, That England's Delive- 
rance might be begun on the ſame Day that ut was formerly deſigned 
for Ruin and Deſtruttion, On Monday all the Canons that were 
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in Town were ſummoned to appear in the Quire, and like- 
wiſe the Singing-men, when after they had ſung Te Deum, 
Dr. Burnet read the Prince?s Declaration, and after the Decla- 
ration, a ſhort Prayer for the Succeſs of the Prince, and fo de- 
parted. There was not one of the Canons appeared ; and when 
the Declaration was reading, the Singing-men went away, they 
beiag commanded in the Service to forbear praying fot the 
Prince of Wales. Monday Captain Burrington, who lives by 
Crediton, came to the Prince and offered him his Service, who 
was very kindly received by Him 3 after that every day the 
Gentry from all parts of Devonſhire, Somer ſerſhire, &c; flocked 
to him in great numbers, it would take up too much time to 
name them, few abſenting themſelves, and thoſe that did, 
there is great notice taken of them ;, they have entered into an 
Aſſociation to ſtand and fall with the Prince; ſeveral Lords came 
to him while here, as the Lord Colcheſter, the Lord Abbington, 
the Lord Cornbury, the Lord Shrewsbury, &c. It 1s incredibi: 
to tell you what they have brought with them, except you 
ſaw it, there being 200 of their Ships core into the River 
of Topſham. Plymemth Fort is ſurrendered to the Prince by 
the Lord of Bath, and the Lord Huntington, and the Popiſh 
Officers that were therein with Father Tzrzer are ſeized and 
ſecured, and the Popiſh Souldiers diſcharged ; and coming hi- 
ther and owning themſelves ſuch, are committed by Mr. Seymour, 
who is made our Governour, and one Major G:b/ſon Deputy- 
Governour. Here are ſ:veral thouſands of Souldiers that have 
liſted themſelves, and many thouſands more would have done 
the ſame, but the Marſ. hal de Scbomberg told the Prince there 
was no need of them, fo were diſmiit again. They havea vaſt 
Treaſure with them, I am certainly informed of fifty Wag- 
gons loaded with Caſh. They have landed ahour one hun- 
dred and twenty Ficld-Guns, ſeveral of which remain till 
here, the other are gone with the Prince. The laſt News we 
had was, that the Prince was at the Earl of Fritel's, which 
is by Sherborn, where we are informed, that Prince George, 
the Luke of Grafton, the Lord Churchill, and Colonel Trelawny 
met him, and that the Prince falnted them in the words of Da- 
vid tothe Men of 5adeh and Benjamin, 1 Chron. 12. 17. Jf ye 
be co7e praceably unto me to help me, mine Heart ſhall be kyit un- 
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to you bit if ye be come to betray me to mine Fnemies, "oa 
ing there is no Wrong in my Hands, the God of our Fathers 
look thercon, and rebuke it. And they replicd in the words 
of Amaſai in the eighteenth Verſe, Thine are we, David, 
and on thy fide, thou Son of *Jelle : Peace, Peace be unto thee, 
and Peace be unto thine Helpers, for thy God helpeth thee. Then 
David received them, and made them Captains of the Band. 
The Prince at his goiag from hence, gave the Mayor this 
Charatter, That he was worthy to be truſted, for being faith- 
ful ro his Truſt. 


A further Account of the Prince's Ar- 
my, in a Letter ſent from Exon, da- 


ted Nov. 24. 


AD I not inſenſibly over-ſlipt my Time the laſt Poſt, you 

h:d reccived this then : When I came here, 1 endeavou- 

red to inform my ſelf, aiter the beſt manner l could, as to 

the Number and Quality of the Prince's Army, and all gene- 
rally concluded them to be about 20000, all pick'd Men, and 
many of them perſonally preſent at the Siege of Buda. This 
[| am certain of, that they appeared to be Men reſolute, well 
diſciplined,and itout, and ſome of thzm of an extraordinary Sta- 
ture, and their Arms ſuitab'e, Muſquets, Swords, and Pikes, be- 
ing far larger than ever I yet ſaw; and notwithſtanding the 
Streets were thronged almolt as thick as yours on a Lord-May- 
or's Day, yet many of them you might ſee not ſhorter than ſix 
Foot, and ſome of them were, I am confident, fix Foot and a 
quarter, if not ſix Foot and an half in height : So that were 
it lawful to truſt jin an Arm of Fleſh, they might have ſome 
cauſe to preſume z; but the tenour of their words were other- 
wiſe, their civil Deportment, and their Honeſty of paying for 
what they have, ( aud the ſtri:tnels of their Diſcipline hinders 
them

them from b:iaz otherwiſe) winning not a little the Aﬀecti- 
ons of the Country-men, who daily retort hither, forty 
or fiſty in a Gang, iobe Lilted. My Lord Arden”, Regiment 
was ſoon compleated, which with two others, was raiſed and 
maintained at the Charge of the Gentry in thi; Country, of 
which Edward S:ymour Eſq; is by the Prince made Governour. 
During his Highoeſs ſtay here, which was till laſt Wedneſday, 
there appeared a Court molt ſplendid, compoſed, not only of 
Foreign, but of many of the Engliſh Nobility and Gentry, 
which came hither to wait on his Highnels lince his Arrival, ot 
both Ranks, upwards to the number of Sixty, all mighty Gal- 
lant in their Equipage, cach ſtriving thereby to add to the 
Glory of their Delign. The Gentry of theſe Parts fiilt ſeem- 
ed flow in their Advances to lcrve the Prince 3 but as ſoon as 
the Ice was broke by Capt. Brrington, the majority ſoon 
followed his ſteps, and have entred into an Allociation. 
It is to admiration to conſider the vaſt Magazineof all War- 
like Utenſils brought hither by the Prince's Army, thei! 
Baggage having, for a Fortnight together been continually 
Landing, and yet not fully ended * Were it not for the bad- 
neſs of the Roads, as I was informed by i private Sentinel, 
they cowld draw into the Field an Artillery of above 200 
Pieces : But the greateſt Curiolity | yet law, was a Biids 
of Boats, ſuch as I conceive the Tmperiali/ts uſe to paſs over 
the Danube and Save with, which was for the ſpeedy convey- 
ance of their Carriages, laid over the River in two or three 
Hours, and afterwards-as ſoon removed ; not to menticn a 
Smith's Shop or Forge, curiouſly contrived 1n a Waggon z or 
another Contrivance the Foot carry with them to keep off the 
Horſe, which in their manner may well yicld the Service oi 
a Pike. 

There hath been lately driven into Dartmeth, and lince ta- 
ken, a French Vellel loaden altogether with Images, and Knives 
of a very large proportion, in length ninercen laches, and in 
breadth two Inches and an halt; what they were del;gned fo:

hath for the Scciety, wiſhing much Health to this whole 

Colledg by &. P. the Provincal, and earneſtly recommend- 
ing himſelf to our Prayers. The Provincial, Alexander Regnes, 
being come back for England, the K. was graciouſly pleaſed to 
ſend for him 3 (ſeveral Earls and Dukes waiting his coming at 
the hour appointed) the Q being preſent, the King diſcour- 
fing familiarly with him, asked him, How many young Students 
he had, and how many Scholaſticks? To which (when the Pro- 
vincial had anſwered, That of the latter he had Twenty, of 
the former more than Fifcy ) he added, That he had need of 
double or treble that number to perform what he in his Mind had de- 
fiened for the Soctety ;, and commanded that they ſhould be very 
well exercitcd in the Gift of Preaching ; for ſuch only (faith 
he) dos we want in England. 

You have heard, 1 make no doubt, that the K. hath ſent Let- 
ters to Father Le Cheeſe, the French King's Confeſlor, about 
Wadden-houſe, therein declaring, that he would take in good 
part from him, whatſoever he did or was done for the Engliſh 
Fathers of the Society. Father Clare Re(tor of the ſaid Houſe 
going about thoſe Aﬀairs at Londen, found an eaſy acceſs to the 
King,and ascaſily obtained his Deſires, He was forbid to kneel 


and 
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and kiſs the King's Hand (as the manner and cuſtom is) by 
the K. himſelf, ſaying, Once indeed you Reverence hiffed my 
Hand ;, but bad I theri known you were a Prieſt, I ſhould rather have 
kneeled and kiſſed your Reverences hand. 

After the Buſineſs was ended, in a familiar Diſcourſe, the 
K. declared to his Father, That he won'd either Convert England, 
or die a Martyr; and that he had rather die to morrow, that Con- 
verſion wrought, than reign fifty Tears without that in Happineſs 
and Proſperny. 

Laſtly, He called himſelf a Son of the Society, the Welfare of 
which, he ſaid, he as much rcjoiced at as his own: Andit can 
ſcarce be ſaid how joyful he ſhewed himf-If when it was told 
him, T hat he was made partaker, by the moit Reverend Father 
N, of all the Mcrits of thc Society, ot which number he would 
declare one of his Confellors : Some report R. P. the Pro. in- 
C111 will be the Perſon, bur whom he deiigns 15 not yet known. 
Many do think an Archbiſhoprick will bz beſtowed on Fathcr 
Edmond Petre, (chiefly beloved) very many a Cardinals Cap, to 
whom, (within this Month or two) that whole part of the K. 
Palace is granted, in which the K. when he was Duke of York, 
uſed to reſide; where you may ſee I know not how many Cour- 
tiers daily attending to ſpeak with hi: Eminency, (for fo they 
are ſaid to call him) upon whoſe Counſel, and allo that of ſeve- 
ral Catholick Peers, highly preferred in the Kingdom, the K, 
greatly relyes, which way. he may promcte the Faith withour 
violence. Nor 1o0ng fince ſome Catholick Peers did object to the 
K. that he made 109 much haſte to eſtabliſh rhe Faith:to whom 
He anſwered, / grow;ng old, muſt make great ſteps, otherwiſe, if 1 
ſhould die, I ſhall leave you worſe thau 1 found you. Then thcy 
asking him, why therelore was he nut more lollicitous for the 
Converſion of his Dzvghters, Heirs of the Kingdom ? He ar- 
ſwered, God will rake care for an Heir ; leave my Daughters fer 
me to Convert ;, do you by your example redice thoſe that are wider 


you, and others to the Faith. In moſt Provinces he hath prefer- 


red Catholicks ; and ina ſhort time we ſhall have the ſame Juſti- 
ces of the Peace (as they are called) in them all. Ar Oxford 
we hope Matters go very well ; one of our Di-ines 18 always 
Reſident therein; a pablick Catholick Chappel of the Vice- 
Chancellor's, who hath drawn fome Students to the Faith. 
The Biſhop of Oxford ſeems very much to favour the Carholic 
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Cauſe : He propoſed in Counſel, When it was not expedi- 
ent, that at leait one Colledg in Oxford ſhould be allowed Ca- 
tholicks, that they might not be forced to be at ſo much Char- 
ges, by going beyond Seas to ſtudy ? What Anſwer was given, 
1s not yet known. The ſane Biſhop inviting two of cur No- 
blemen, with others of the Nobility, to a Banquet, drank the 
King? Health to an Heretical Baron there, wiſhing a happy 
Succeſs to zll his Allairs; and he added, That the Faith of 
Proteſtants in England, ſeemed to him to be little better than 
that of Buda was before it was taken ;, and that they were for 
the moſt part mere Atheiſts who defended it. Many do em- 
brace the Faith, and four of the chicſeſt Rarls have lately pro- 
felled it publickly. 

The Revercnd Father, Alexander Regnes, Nephew to cur 
Provincial, to whom 13 committed the Care of the Chappel 
of the Amballador of the moſt Srcrene Elettor Palatine, is 
whole days buſied in reſoliing and ſhewing the Doubts or Que- 
ſtions of Hereticks, concerning their Faith, of which number 
you may {ce two or three continually walking before the Boors 
of the Chappcl, diſputing about Matters of Faith amongſt 
themſelves. 

Prince Geo7re, we can have nothing certain what Faith he 
intends to make profeſſion of. 

We have a good while begun to get footing in England. We 
teach Humanity at Lincoln, Normich, and Tork, Art Warwick. 
we have a pubiick Chappel, ſecured from all Injuries by the 
King's Sovldiers, We have alſo bought ſome Houſes of the 
City of Wigorn in the Procince of Lancaſter. The Catholick- 
Cauſe very much jacreaſeth. In ſome Catholick-Churches, up- 
on Holy Days above 1500 are always numbred preſent at the 
Sermon. Art London, likewiſe,things ſuceed no worſe. Every 
Holy Day, at preaching, People ſo trequent, that many of the 
Chappe's cannot contain them. Two of ours, Darmes and 
Berfall do conſtantly ſay Maſs before the King and Queen, Fa- 
ther Edmund Newil before the Queen Dowager, Father Alex- 
ander Regnes in the Chappel of the Ambaſſador aforeſaid,others 
in other Places. Many Houles are bought for the Colledg in 
the Savoy (as they call it) nigh Somerſer-bouſe, London, the 
Palace of the Queen 2owaper, to the valne of about eighteen 
thouſand Florins, in making of which, after thz Form of a 
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Colledg, they labour very hard that the Schools miy be 0- 
pened before Eaſter. 
In /r«and ſhortly there will be a Catho'ick Parliament, ſee- 
ing no other can ſatisfy the King's Will to Eſtabliſh the Catho®» 
lick Cauſe there. - In the Month of February, for certain, the 
King hath deſigned tocall a Parliament at Zondon : 1. That by 
a Univerſal Decree, the Catholick Peers may be admitted into 
the Upper Houſe. 2. That the Oath or Telt may be annulled. 
3. Which is the beſt or top of all, That all Penal Laws made 
againſt Catholicks, may be Abrogated 3 which that he may 
more ſurely cbtain, he defires every one to take notice, that 
he hath certainly determined to difinifs any from all profita- 
ble Imployments under him, who do not ſtrenuouſly endeayour 
the obtaining thoſe things ; aiſo that he will VUiſſolve the 
Parliament : with which Decree ſome Hereticks being af- 
frighted, came to a certain Peer to conſult him what was beſt 
to be done : to whom he ſaid, the Kings pleaſure is fufticiently 
made known to us; what he hath once ſaid, he will molt 
certainly do : it you love your ſelves, you muſt ſubmit your 
ſelves to the King's Will. There are great preparations for 
War at London, and a Squadron of many Ships of War arc 
to be fitted out a,ainit a time appointed ; what they are 
deligned for is not certain. The Holarders preatiy fear they 
are againſt rhem, and thercfore bezin to prepare themſelves. 
Time will diſcover more.

Moſt Reverend Father, 
|þ | have faiPd, for the laſt few days, to obſ:rve your Or- 


der, it was not from want of Aftection, but Health, that 
occaſion'd the neglett ; and for which 1 ſhall endeayour to 
make amends by the length of this. 
| ſhall begin” where my former lefr off, and ſhall tell you, 
That ſince the appcaring of a Letter in this Town, written by 
the Prince's Miniſter of Holland, which declares the Intentions 
of the Prince and Princeſs of Orange, relating to the Repealing 
the Teſt, or to ſpeak more properly, their Averſion to it : This 
Letter has produc'd very ill. Effects among the Hereticks ; 
whom, at the ruturn of ſome of our Fathers from thoſe Parts, 
we hd perſwaded, that the Prince would comply with every 
thing relating to the Teſt that the King ſhould propoſe to the 
next Parliament, in caſe he ſhould call one; to which 1 do not 
find his Majeſty much inclin'd. Burt the coming of this Letter 
(of which | have inclos'd a Copy) has ferv'd for nothing but 
to incourage the Obftinate in their averliou to that Matter. 
The Qneen, as well as my ſelf, were of Opirion, againſt the 
{ending of any ſuch Letter to the Hague upon that Subject, but 
rather that ſome Perſon able to dil. ourſe and perſwade, ſhould 
have been ſ.nt th'ther : for all ſuch Letters, when they are 
not grateful, produce b:d Effeits. That which is ſpoken 
Face to Face, is not fo calily divulg*d, nor any thing diſco- 
ver" 
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ver'd to the People, but what we have a mind tlie Vuigar 
ihould know : And, I believe, your Reverence will concur with 
me 1n this Opinion. This Letter has extreamly provok*'d the 
King, whoisof a temper not to bear a refuſal, and who has 
not been us'd to have his Will contradied : And, | verily be- 
lieve, this very affront has haſtned his Reſolution of re-calling 
the Engliſh Regiments in Holland, I ſhew'd his Majeſty that 
part of your letter, that relates to the Opinion of his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, upon this Subjeft, which his Majcſty well aps 
proves of, We are intereſted to know the Saccets of this At- 
fair, and what Anſwer the States will give. The King chan- 
ges as many Heretick Officers as he can, to put Catholicks in 
their places ; but the Misfortune is, that here we want Catho- 
lick Officers to lupply them : And theretore, it you know any 
ſuch of our Nation in France, you wou'd do the King a ples- 
fure to perſwade them to come over, and they ſhall be certain 
of Employments, either in the old Troops, or the New that 
are ſpeedily tob2 raisd 3 for which, by this my Letter, I pats 
my Word. 

Our Fathers are conti-ually employ'd to convert the Ollt- 
ccrs ; but their Obſtinacy is fo great, that tor one that turns, 
there are hve that had rath:zr quit their To2mmands. And 
there are 10 many Male-contents, whole Party is already but 
too great, the King hs need of all his Prudence and Temper 
to manage this great Aljair, and bring it to thar Pertection 
we hope to lee it in cre long. All that I can allure you is, 
That here ſhall be no neglect in the Queen, who labours might 
and day with unexprellable Diligence tor the propagation of th: 
Faith, and with the Zeal of a holy Princels. The Oueen 
Dowager 1s not fo earneit, and Fear makes her reſolve to 
retire into Portugal, to pals the remainder of her days in 
Devotion : ſhe has already a+k'd the King leave, who has nct 
only granted ir, but alſy promitcd that ſh2 ſhould bave her 
Penſion punctually paid ; and that during her Lite, her Ser- 
vants that ihe leaves behind her, ſhall have the faie Wage-, 
as if they were in waiting. She (tays but for a proper Seaton 
to imbark for Zizbon, and to live there free from all Stor i-<. 

As to the Queens being with Child, that great Concern 
goes as well as we could with, notwithſtanding all rhe Saty- 
Tical Diſcourſes of the Hereticks, who couprgut themiclves ro 

vent 
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vent their Poyſon in Libels, which by night they diſperſe in 
the Strect, or fix upon the Walls. There was one lately found 
vpon a Pillar of 4 Church, that imported, That ſuch a day 
1 hanks ſhould be given GOD for the Queers being great 
with a Cuſhion. If one of theſe Paſquil-makers could be 
diſcover'd, he would have but an ill time on't, and ſhould be 
made to take his laſt Farewel at Tybury. 

Yeu will agree with me ( moſt Reverend Father) that we 
have done a great thing, by introdccing Mrs. Celier to the 
Queen : this Woman is totally devored to our Society, and 
zealous for th: Catholick Religion. I will ſend you an ac- 
count of the progreſs of this Atfair, and will uſe the Cypher 
you ſent me, which I think very admirable. I can ſend you 
nothing certain of the Prince and Princeſs of Denmark, he 
is a Prince with whom 1 cannot diſcourle about Religion ; 
Luther was never more earneſt than this Prince. It is for this 
reaſon that the King (who does not love to be denied) ne- 
ver yet preſy'd him in that matter, his Majeſty thinking it ne- 
cellary that the Fathers ſhould firit prepare things, before he 
undertake to ſpeak to him. Burt this Prince, as all of his Na- 
tion, has naturally an Averſion to our Society , and this An- 
tipathy does much obſtruct the progreſs of our Afﬀairs; and 
it would be unreaſonable to complain hereof to the King, at 
preſert to trouble him, tho he has an intire Confidence in us, 
and looks upon our Fathers, as the Apoſtles of this Land. 
As for Ireland, that Country 45 already all Catholick ; yea, 
all the Militia are fo. The Vice-Roy merits great Praiſe ; we 
may give him this Honour, That he 1s a Son worthy our 
Society, and | hope will participate of the Merits of it. He 
informs me, he has juſt writ to your Reverence of theſe 
matters, how things go there, Some Catholick Regiments 
trom thoſe parts will ſpecdily be ſent for over for the King's 
Guards ; his Majeſty being reſolv'd to truſt them rather than 
others ; and may do it better in caſe of any popular Commo- 
tion, againſt which we ought to ſecure over ſelves the beſt we 
can. His Majeſty does us the Honour to vilit our Colledg often, 
and is moſt pleas*'d when we preſent him ſome new Convert- 
Scho!ars, whom he incourages with his gracious Promiſes. | 
have not Expreſlion ſufficient to let you know with what De- 
votion his Majeſty communicated the laſt Holy-days; and a 
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Heretick cannot better make his Court to him, than by turn- 
ing to the Catholick Faith. He deſires that all the Religious, 
of what Order ſoever they be, make open Profeſſion as he does, 
not only of the Catholick Religion, but alſo of their Order ; 


not at all approving, that Prieſts, or Religious ſhould conceaf 


themſelves out of Fear ; and he has told them, That he would 
have. them wear the Habit of a Religious; and that he will 
take care to defend them from Afﬀrunts. And the People are 
already accuſtomed to it; and we begin to Celebrate Funerals 
with the ſame Ceremony as in France; butit is almoſt a Mira- 
cle to ſee that no body ſpeaks one word againſt it, no not ſo 
much as the Miniſters in their Pulpits; in ſo good order has 
the King managed rheſe matters- Many Engliſh Hereticks re- 
ſort often to our Sermons; and [ have often recommended to 
our Fathers to Preach now in the beginning, as little as they 
can- of the Controverſy, becauſe that provokes; but to re- 
preſent to them the Beauty and Antiquity of the Catholick 
Religion, that they may be convinc'd, that all that has been 
ſaid and Preach'd to them, and their own Refleftions concern- 
ivg it, have been all Scandal : For l find (as the Apoſtles ſays) 
they mult be nouriſhed with Milk, not being able to bear ſtrong 
Meat. Many have defir*d me to givethem ſome of our Pray- 
ers, and even the Holy Maſs in Engliſh; which I mean to do, 
to ſatisfy the meaneſt ſort, of which the greateſt part do not 
underſtand Latin, but not to take away from the new Con- 
verts their Teſtaments, which is a matter of moment; and 
that we may not diſguſt them at the beginning, we muſt per- 
mit them to have them for a time; till they part with them 
of themſelves. I had need of C. #s Councel upon this Point, 
and not in this only, but alſo in a great many other matters 
that daily preſs me: For you may eaſily believe; that | have 
often more buſineſs than I can well diſpatch : and we muſt 
work with ſo much Circumſpection and Precaution, that 1 
have often need of your Paternity's wiſe Counſel. | But the 
Lord and the good Virgin do ſtrengthen me as there is occa- 
ſion, 

"The Biſhop of Ox has nor yet declar'd himſelf openly ; 
the great Obſtacle is his Wife, whom he car.not rid himſelf of : 
His deſign being to continue Biſhop,and only chanze Communi- 


on ; as it is not doubted but the King will permit,and our Holy 
D Father 
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Father coiufirm:: tho? T do not ſee how he can be farther uſe- 
ful to us ia the Religion in which he is, becauſe he is ſaſpetted, 
20d of noeſteem among the Hereticks of rhe Enghh Church ; 
nor do 1 ſee that the Example of his Converſion is like to 
draw many others after him, becauſe he declar'd bimſelf ſo 
adSonty. If he had believ'd my Counſel, which was to tem- 
porize for ſome longer time, he would have done better, but 
It is his Temper, or rather Zeal that hurried him on, There 
are two other Prelates that will do no leſs than he; but 
they hold off alike, to ſee how they may be ſerviceable to the 
Propagation, and produce more Fruits, while they continue un- 
diſcovered. 

That which does us moſt harm with the Lords and great 
Men, is the apprehenſion of a Heretick Succeſſor ; For ( as a 
Lord told me lately ) afſure me of a Catholick, Succeſſor, and I 
will aſſure you, 1 and my Family will be ſo t90. To this happy 
purpoſe, the Queen's happy delivery will be of very great mo- 
ment. Our zealous Catholicks doalready lay two to 'one, thar 
it will be a Prince : God does nothing by balves; and every 
day Maſſes are ſajd upon this very occaſion. 

[ have gain'd a very great point, in perſwading the King to 
place our Fathers in Aagdalen-Culledge in Oxon; who will be 
able to Tutor the young Scholars in the Koman-Catholick Re- 
ligion. I rely much on Father 7homas Fairfax, to whom I 
have given neceffary Inſtruftions how to govern himſelf with 
the Heretick People; and to take care in the beginning, that he 
ſpeak not to them any thing that may terrify. And, as [ tell 
you, a Religious has need here of great Prudence at this time, 
that the King may hear of no Complaints that may diſpleaſe 
him ; and therefore we dare not at preſent, do all we ſhall be 
able, and bound to do hereafter, for fear of too much haring 
the Mobile, 

I like well that Father Hales goes to ſtay ſome time at the 
Hague incognito, on pretence of ſolliciting for a Place, which 
is not ſoon to be got there; and 1 have given him a Letter 
to ſome of that Court : Father Smith that is there now, by 
reaſon of his great age, not being able to do all he ought jand ' 
wiſhes to do, and is alſo too well known there. And I ſhall. 
often impart to you what I ſhall learn from thoſe Quarters: 


from whence I ſhall weekly receive ſomething of Moment, ſo 
ong 
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tong as thetwo Courts ate in ſo bad intelligence together, as at 
preſent they are. For my part, toſpeak freely on this Topick 
ro your Reverend Fatherhood, am of opinion, we ſhould rather 
endeavour to moderate, than aggravate the difference between 
them z tho? 1 know | do not in this matter altogether concur 
with the Senſe of the French Ambaſladour, who conſiders only 
his Maſter's Intereſt: But we are neceſſitated to take other 
meaſures, and ſuch as perhaps may not always agree with the 
Intereſt of France in this matter. 

And 1 think Ny ares, this Breach at preſent, to be alſo 
prejudicialto the Carholick Religion it ſelf. The great deſign 
we haveſolong aimed at, is applying tothe King of France to 
take from the Hereticks all hopes of a Head, or any other 
Protection, than what they muſt expe from their owa 
King ; whereby they finding themſelves expos'd to his Plea- 
ſure, will the more readily ſubſcribe ro his Will. But this 
miſunderſtanding between us, will occaſion an opporcunity to 
the Hereticks to ſet up the Prince of Orange for their Chief; 
And let me allure you not to deceive your ſelves, The Reli- 
. gious of England, as well as the Prezhyterians themſelves, re- 
gard the Prince of Orange as their A1ſes ; and his party is 
already ſo powerful in both theſe Kingdoms, that it will ap- 
pear terrible to any thinking Perſon, ſhould things come to 
extremity z as may never happen, if matters are not puſh'd on 
too far, but managed with moderation. And 1 deiire there- 
fore, with great difference to your better Judgment, rhat this 
matter might be hinted to his A40## Chriſtian Majeſty, as op-" 
portunity ſhall ferve, and am ſenſible it muſt be done with very 
great caution. 

I can tell you nothing at preſent concerning the certainty of 
calling a Parliament it requires ſo many things to be conſi- 
der*d of, and meaſures to be taken, that his Majeſty ought to 
be well afſur'd of the ſucceſs, before he convenes them toge- 
ther. 1 am not of opinion with many other Catholicks, 
who ſay, That by calling them, the King hazards nothing ; 
for, if they will not anſwer his Ends, he need only Prorogue 
them, as is uſually done: Bur it is my opinion, and the fenic 
of many others, That his Majeſty hazards much ; for if ir 
ſhould unfortunately happen, that they (hould in their Aſlem- 
bly refufe to comply with his Majeſty's Delires, it may be 
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long enough ere he compals his Ends by way of a Parliament, 
and perhapsnever; and then there reſts no Expedient, or 0- 
ther means but by violence, to execute the Orders of his ſecret 
Council, which muſt be ſupposd by his Army ; who, upon a 
pretence of Incamping, may be called together with the leſs 
ſealouſy.or Suſpicion. So, you may ſee (moſt Reverend Fa- 
ther) that we do not want work in theſe Quarters ; and | muſt 
be ſupported by your Prayers, which 1 beg of you, and from all 
thoſe of our Society. 

His Majeſty is ſo deſirous that things may be done in Or- 
der, and upon a ſure Fund, ſoas to be the more laſting, that 
he makes great application to the Shires and Corporations, 
to get ſuch Perſons choſen for the Parliament, as may be fa- 
vourable to his Ends, of which he may be ſure, before they 
come to debate: And the King will make them promiſe fo 
firmly, and exact ſuch Inſtruments from them in writing, 
that they ſhall not be able to go back, unleſs they will 
thereby draw upon themſelves his Majeſty's utmoſt diſplea- 
ſure, and make them feel the weight ofs his Reſentment. 
And I have here inclos'd ſome Effefts of his Majeſty*s en- 
deavours inthis matter, which is an Addreſs which the Mayor, 
Sheriffs, and Burgeſles of New-Caſtle inthe County of Stafford, 
have preſented tothe King [ ſee the Gazerte, where this Cor- 
poration, as well as Gloceſter and Teuxbury, and others, in 
their Addreſſes, promiſe to chuſe ſuch Members as ſhall com- 
ply with his Majeſty's Deſires. ] If all Towns were in as 
perfet Obedience as theſe, we ſhould. certainly have a Par: 
liament c211'd, which the Catholicks and Non-conformilſts 
expect with great Impatience, But ſince this cannot be 
ſaid of many of them, the King's ſecret Council think 
good to wait for the Queen's Delivery, that they may ſee a 
Succeſſor, who may have need of the whole Protection of 
the eſt Chygitian King to ſupport him, and maintain his 
Rights. .And by the Grace of God we hope, that that Prince, 
treading, in his Father's ſteps, may prove a Worthy Son of our 
Society, like his Father, who thinks it no diſhonour to 
be ſo calPd, 

As to other things (moſt Reverend Father) our Fathers 
with me, as well as generally all the Catholicks, with what 
grief do we hear of the Diſunion that ariſes between his 
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Holineſs and the Moſt Chriitian King ! How does my Head, i1 
imitation of the Prophet's, become a Spring of Tears to Ia- 
ment night and day the-Schifm that -1 foreſee coming into the 
Church ! Is ir poſſible that our holy Society ſhould not ſtand 
in the Breach, and prevent the Miſchiefs that this difference 
may occaſion in the Church? And that no body can reconcile 
Levi and J44%, the Prieſt-bood and the Scepter, the Fabher 
and the Son, the eldeſt Son of the Church with the Vicar of 
Chriſt upon Earth ? And what a Deſolation, and what Advan- 
tage to the Hereticks, mult this occalion? They begin already 
to bid us convert the Children of the Family, betore we be- 
gin to convert Strangers. And I mult with grief confeſ*, they 
have but too much reaſon for what they ſay; ard it there 
does rot come ſome preſent Aſſiſtance from above, I for«ſee 
this affair will occaſion great Prejudices in the North: Nor 
haye we any hope that his Brit: Majeity will interpoſe here- 
in openly, he receiving ſo little Satisfaction from his Holineſs 
in ſome Demands made by his Ambaſladour at Rome, which 
( morally ſpeaking ) ought not to have been denied ſo great a 
King , who firſt made this ſtep ( which his Predeceſlors for a 
long time were not willing to undertake ) in ſending his Am» 
baſſadour of Obedience to Kome ; and yet for all this our holy 
Father had not any particular Conlideration of this Submiſſion 
and Filial Obedience: fo that I dare not mention this matter 
but by way of Diſcourſe, daily expeCting that of himſelf he 
will be pleaſed to make ſome Propoſal therein. ® I doubt not _ 
( Reverend Father) of your conſtant Endeayour to accommos: 
date this matter, thereby to take away from the Hereticks, 
eſpecially the Hugonors of France, this occalion to laugh and 
deride us : and we ſhould think the Change much for the worſe, 
if, inſtead of the French King's going to Gereva, he ſhould 
march 0 K-17 - What may not allthis come to? eſpecially 
ſince the Marqueſs de Lavardin has been fo paſſionate in his 
Diſcourſe to the Cardinal-Chanccllor, as to call him imperti- 
nent; and fo far to forget his Duty and Reverence toward 
our Holy Father, the Pope himſelf, as to fay he doted : as the 
Hereticks do confidently diſcourſe in theſe parts. 1 have 
cauſed ſome aſſes of the Holy Gholt to be faid, That God 
would pleaſe to inſpire the diſcontented Parties with a Spirit 
of Peace and Concord. You did acquaint me ſome time fince, 
That 
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That Madam 4ainteron did take upon her the Title of Doug h- 
rer-of rhe Society ;, by virtue whereof, you may command her, 
by virtue of Obedience, to uſe her Credit and Eloquence with 
the King, to incline him to an Accommodation in this matter. 
In the mean time, I hear that at Rome, many eminent Perſons 
endeavour the ſame with his Holineſs, who ſays, He cannot, 
nor ought not to recede from what he has done ; otherwiſe 
it were in effet to ſubmit to the Articles made in France by 
the Clergy in 1632, and conſequently of too great moment 
to recant : and therefore Submiſſion ought to come from the 
Son, and not from the Father, I recommend my ſelf ( Re- 
yerend Father ! ) to your Prayers and Bleſling, deſiring you 
would continue to aſliſt me with your Salutal Counſels, and 
reſt for ever,

Hen I compare the method of the French Court

former Ages ; 1 find ſo great a difference, that all 

that paſles now-a-days inthe King's Council is an impenetrable 
Myltery : and the Eyes of all Europe are opened to ſee what 
happens, but cannot diſcover the Cauſe. als 

n 
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When Francis the Firſt, and Henry the Second, his Son, un- 
dertook- to ruine the Reformation» oy had to ſtruggle with 
a Party, which was but beginning and weak, and deſtitutc 
of Help, and conſequently eaſier to be overcome. 

la the time of Francis the Second, and Cbarles the Ninth, 
a Family was ſeen advanc'd to the Throne by the Ruine of 
the Proteſtants, who were for the Houſe of Bourbon. 

[n this laſt Reign many Aafſacres hapned, and ſeveral mil- 
lions of Hereticks have been ſacrificed, but it anſwer'd other- 
ways: and His Aajeſty has ſhew'd (by the-peace and mild 
ways he uſes) that he abhors ſhedding of Blood ; from which 
you mult perſwade his Britamick Majeſty, who naturally is 
inclin'd to Roughneſs, and a kind of Boldneſs, which will 
make him hazard all, if he does not politickly manage it ; 
my hinted in my laſt, when I. mentioned my Lord Chan- 
celor. 

Moſt Reverend Father, to ſatisfy the deſire I have to ſhew 
you by my Letters the Choice you ought” to make of ſuch 
Perſons fit to ſtir up, I will in few words ( ſince you deſire 
it ) inform you of the Genius of the People of our Court, of 
their Inclinations, and which of them we make uſe of ; that 
by a parallel which you will make between them and your 
Engliſb Lords, you may learn to know them. 

Therefore 1 ſhall begin with the Chief: I mean our Gxeat 
Monarch. It is certain he is naturally good, and loves nv. 
to do Evil, unleſs deſired to do it. This being ſo, I may ſay,

' Correſpondence abroad. He is a Prince enlightned z who 


very well obſerves, that what we put him upon, is contrary 
to his Intereſt, and that nothing is more oppoſite to his Great 
Deſigns, and his Glory ; he aiming to be the Terror of all 
Europe, The vaſt number of Malecontents he has cauſed in 
his Kingdom, forces him in time of Peace to keep three times 
more Forces, than-his Anceſtors did in the greateſt Dome- 
ſtick and Foreign Wars: which cannot be done without a 
prodigious Expence- 

The Peoples Fears alſo begin to lellen, as to his aſpiring to 
an univerſal Monarchy: and they may allure themſelves he 
has left thoſe Thoughts ; nothing being more oppatne b» his 

| eligns, 
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Deſigas, than the method we enjoyn him- His Candor, Boon- 
ty, and Toleration to the Hereticks, would undoubtedly have 
open'd the doors of the Low Comuntries, Palatinate, and all 
other States on the Rhine, and even of Switzerland : Whereas 
things are at preſent ſo alter'd, that we ſee the Hllanders tree 
from any fear of danger ; the Swirzers and City of Geneva, re- 
ſolved to loſe the laſt drop of their Blocd in their defence 
Beſides, ſome diverſion we may exeCt from the Empire, incaſe 
we cannot hinder a Peace with the 7 «r%s,which ought to haſten 


his Britannich Majeſty, while he can be aſſured of ſuccors from 
the AM'ſt Chrij'ian King, 


Sir, his Majeſty's Brother is always the ſame; I mean, takes 
no notice of what paſſes at Court- It has ſometimes hap- 
pen'd,that the King's Brothers have ated fo, as to be noted in 
the State ; bur this we may be aſlar*d will never do any thing 
to ſtain the Glory of his ſubmiſſion and obedience: And is 
willing to lend a helping hand for the deſtruftion of the Here- 
ticks z which appears by the inſtances he makes to his Majeſty, 
who now has promiſed him to cauſe his Troops to enter int 
the Palatinate the next month. 

The Dauphin is paſſionately given up to Hunting, and little 
regards the Converlion of ſouls; and it does not ſeem eaſy t9 
wake him penetrate into buſineſs of moment ; and therefore 
wedo not care to conſult him which way,and how theHereticks 
ought to be treated. He openly laughs at us, and ſlights all the 
deſigns of which the King his Father makes great account. 
The Dauphineſs isextreamly witty, and is, without doubt, un: 
eaſy to ſhew it in other matters beſides complements of Con- 
verſation. She has given me a Letter for theQueen of England, 
wherein after her expreſſion of the parts ſhe bears of the News 
of her Majeſty's being with Child, ſhe gives her ſeveral advices 
about the Converſion of her Subjects. 

Moſt Reverend Father, ſhe is undoubtedly born a great 
Enemy to the Proteſtants, and has promoted all ſhe could with 
his Majeſty, in all that has been done, to haſten their Ruine ; 
eſpecially having been bred in a Court of our Society, and of a 
Houſe whoſe hatred 2gainſt the Proteſtant Religion is Kere- 
ditary, becauſe ſhe has been raiſed vp by the ruin of the Ger- 
a4 Proteſtant Princes, eſpecially that of the Palatinate, But 

the 
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the King having canſed her to come to make Heirs to the % 
Crown; ſhe anſwers expeCtation to the utmoſt. 

Monſieur Loxvois is a Man who very much obſcryes his Du- 
y, which he performs to admiration ; and to whom we mult 
acknowledg France owes part of the Glory it bas hitherto 
24ined, both in regard of its Conquelts, as alſo the Conver- 
lion of Hereticks ; to which latter i may tay, he'has contribu- 
ted as much as the King : he has already ſhewed himſclf 
Ficrce, Wrathful, and Hard-hearted in his Attions towards 
them ; though he is not naturally inclin'd to Cruelty, nor to 
harraſs the People. His Brother, the Arch-biſhop of Khezms, 
has Ways which do not much ditfer from thoſe of his Soul; 
and all the difference 1 find between them 1s, That the Arch- 
biſhop loves his own Glory, as much as Monſieur de Louvoss loves 
that of his Majeſty. He is his own Idol ;, ahd give him but In- 
cenſe, and you may obtain any thing. Honour is welcome ro 
him, let it come which way it w: Theleaſt Thing provokes 
this Prelate; and he will not yiel. any thing derogatory to his 
Paternity. He will ſcem Learncd ; he will ſeem a great Theo- 
logian, and will ſcem to be a good ws and to have a great 
care of his Dioceſs ; and would heretofore ſeem a great Prea- 
cher. 1 have hinted in my laſt, the Reaſons why I cannot al- 
together like him ;, which are needleſs to repeat. | 

The Arch-biſhop of Pars is always the ſame, I mean, a gal- 
lant Man ; whoſe preſent Converſation is charming, and loves 
his Pleaſures, but cannot bear any thing that grieves or gives 
trouble, though he 1s always a great Enemy of the Tanſeniſts, 
which he lately intimated to Cardinal Canywy. He 1s always 
with me in the Council of Conſcience, and agrees very well 
with ſour Society, laying moſtly to Heart the Converſion of 
the Proteſtants of the three Kingdoms. He alſo mokes very 
200d Obſervations and Deſigns, to give lome Advice to your 
Reverence, which 1 ſhall convey to you. I do ſometimes im- 
part to him what you write to me. 

My Lord King#on has imbrac'd, our good Party : I was pre- 
ſent when he Abjur?d in the Church of St. Dems ;, 1 will give 
you the Circumſtances ſome other time. 

You promiſed to ſend me the Names of all Heretick Officers 
who are in his Majeſty's Troops z that much imports me, ard 
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you ſhall not want good Catholicks Officers to fill ap their pla- 
ces. I have drawn a Liſt of them who are to pals into Eng- 
land, and his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty approves thereof : Pray 
obſerve what I hinted to you-in my laſt, on the SubjeCt of the 
Viſits, which our Fathcrs muſt give to the Chief Lords, Mem- 
bers of the next Parliament ; thoſe Reverend Fathers who are 
to perform that Duty, muſt be middle-aged, with a lively 
Countenance, and fit to perſwade. I alſo adviſcd you in ſome 
of -my other Lefrers, how the Biſhop of Oxford ought to be- 
have himſelf, by writing inceſſantly, and to infinuate into the 
People the putting down the Teſt ; and at the ſame time calm 
the Storm, which 'the Letter of Pentionary Fage! has raiſed. 
And his Majeſty muſt continue to make vigorous Prohibitions 
to'all Bookſclers in London, not to print- any Anſwers; as 
well to put a ſtop to the Inſolency of Heretick Authors, as al- 
ſo to hinder the People from _— them. 

In ſhort, you intimate to me, T hat ' his Majeſty will follow 
our Advice : It's the quickeſt way, and 1 cannot find a better, 
or fitter, to diſpolleſs his Subjects from ſuch Impreſſions as they 
have received. His Majeſty muſt alſo, by the ſame Declara- 
tion, profeſs in Conſcience, that ( if complied with ) he will 
not only keep his Word, to maintain and protect the Church 
of England; but will alſo confirm his Promiſes by ſuch Laws, 
as the Proteſtants ſhall be contented with. This is the true Po- 
litick way ;: for by his granting all, they cannot but conſent to 
ſomething} 

His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has with great ſucceſs expe- 
rienced this Maxim : And though he had nor to ſtruggle with 
. Penal Laws and Teſts, yet he found: it convenicnt to make 
large Promiſes, by many Declarations ; for, ſince we muſt 
dillemble, you muſt endeavour all you can to perſwade the King 
it is the only Method to effect his Deſign. 


I did alſo in laſt, give you a hint of its Importance, as 
well as the ways you muſt rake to inſinuate your ſelves dexte- 
rouſly with the King, to gain his good Will. 

I know not whether you have obſerved what paſſed in Eng- 
land ſome Years fince 3 I will recite it,. becauſe Examples in- 
ſtrult much. 


One 
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One of our Aſſiſting Fathers of that Kingdom, (which was 
Father Parſons) having written a Book againlt the Succeſſion of 
the King of Scots to the Realm of England. Father Creighton, 
who was alſo of our Society, and upheld by many of our Par- 
ty, defended the Cauſe of that King, in a Book intituled, The 
Reaſons of the King of Scots, againſt the Book, of Father Par- 
ſons: And though they ſeem'd divided, yet they underſtood 
one another very well ; this being practiſed by order of our 
General, to the end, that if the Houſe of Scotland were Ex- 
cluded, they might ſhew him who had the Government, the 
Book of Father Parſons ; and on the other Hand, if the King 
happened to be reſtored to the Throne, they might obtain his 
good Will, by ſhewing him the Works of Father Creighton : 
So that which way ſoever the Medal turn'd, it {till prov'd to 
the Advantage of our Society. 

Not to digreſs from our Subject, 1 mult deſire you to read 
the Engliſh Book of Father Parſons, Intituled, The Reform of 
England ;, where, after his blaming of Cardinal Poel, and made 
ſome obſervations of Faults in the Council of 7rem, he finally 
concludes, That ſuppoſe Exgland ſhould return ( as we hope ) 
to the Catholick Faith in this Reign, he would reduce it to the 
State of the Primitive Church : And to that end all the Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Revenue ought to be uſed in common, and the Manage- 
ment thereof committed to the Care of Seven Wiſe Men, 
drawn our of our Society, to be diſpoſed of by them as they 
ſhould think fit. Moreover, he would have all the Religious 
Orders forbidden on Religious Penalties, not to return into 
the Three Kingdoms, without leave of thoſe Seven Wiſe Men ; 
to the end it might be granted only to ſuch as live on Alms. 
Theſe Refleftions ſeem to me very judicious, and very ſuitable 
to the preſent State of England. : 

The ſame Father Parſons adds, That when England is redu- 
ced to the True Faith, the Pope mult not expect, at Iecalt tor 
Five Years, to reap any benehit of the Eccletaltical Kevenue z 
but mult leave the whole in the hand; of thoſe Seven Wiſe 
Men,who will manage the ſame to the Benefit and Advancement 
of the Church. :

I have acquainted him with his Britamick, Majeſty's Deſign 
of building a Citadel near Whiteba! ; Monſicur YVauban, our 
Engineer, was preſent : After ſome Diſcourſes on the Impor- 
tance of the Subject, his Majeſty told Monſieur FVauban, that 
he thought ir convenient he ſhould make a Model of the De- 
ſign, and that he ſhould on purpoſe go over Into Eng/ard 19 
ſee the Ground. 

I have done all | could to ſuſpend the Deſigns of our Great 
Monarch, who is always angry againſt the Holy Father 3 bath 
Parties are ſtnbborn : The King's natural inclination is, to 
have all yield to him; and the Pope's Reſolution is unaltera- 
ble.

to ſpread their Nets, and lay their Traps, in order 

to catch eaſy an] unwary Creatures ; theſe being led on by 
I2zorance or Stu; 'idiry, they, by Prid: or Ambitian, or elſe 
a Vile and Mercenary Principle ; therefore ſeeing we are in 
this State of Corruption, bred up to believe Contradiftions 
and Impoſlibiliti.s; led by the Noſe with every State Mounte- 
bank, and Monkyſh Tugler, moved like Puppits by Strings and 
Wires; it ſeems high time to vindicate Human Nature, and 
to free her from theſe Shakles laid vpon her in the very Cra- 
dle ; for Man ( who ought to be a Free and Rational Animal ) 
in his preſent State, is only an Engine and Machine, contriv*d 
forthe Vanity and Luxury of Prieſts and Tyrants, who claim 
to themſelves, and ſeem ro monopolize the Divine Sramp, 
tho we are all made of the ſame Meterials, by the ſame Tools, 
and in the fame Mould, equal by Nature, met together and 
link'd 1a Societics by mutual Contract, plac'd by turns one 
above another, and entruſted for ſome time with the Power 
of executing our own Laws, and all by general Conſent for 
the Publick Good of the whole Commurny ; this is the ge- 
nuine Shape and Figure of Primitive and Sound Government, 
not diſtemper'd and fatally infeted with the monſtrous Ex- 
creſcences of Arbitrary Power in one ſingle Member above all 
the Laws of the whole ;, Infallibility, Divine Right, &c. ſtarted 
by Knaves and Sycophants, believ'd by Fools, who ſcarce ever 
heard of the Greek, and Roman Hiſtories, and never read their 
own. | ſhall therefore give ſome Examples ( out of an in- 
finite number ) of People ruin'd and utterly c_—_ 
their 


TI HE Credulity and Superſtition of Mankind, hath given 
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their eaſy Credulity, and good Nature, Matter of Fact being 
a ſtronger Proof, and better Rule to ſteer Mankind, than the 
empty Notions of the Schools, invented only to perplex and 
confound our Ratiocination, leſt it ſhould diſcover the naked 
Trath of Things. The preſent Letter will confine it ſelf only 
to Publick Promiſes, Oaths, and Solemn Contratts, ſcanda- 
louſly violated by the Roman C atholicks, not with Heathens and 
Hlerrticks only, but emongſt themſelves : We will begin with 
the more remote Countries. 

The Spaniards and Portugueſes have: ated fo treacherouſly 
with the Africans, and the Natives of both Indies, that the 
Cruelty of the Hiſtory would be incredible, if it was not re- 
lated by their own Hiſtorians 3 their Leagues and Treaties 
( the moſt ſacred Bonds under Heaven) were ſoon neglected, 
and the Spirit of their Religion broke all before it 3 how 
many Millions of thoſe Innocent Creatures were murder'd in 
cold Blood, and for Paſtime-ſake, with all the variety of 
Torments that the Devil could. inſpire into them ; how ſoon 
were the vaſt Regions of Mexico, New Spain, Peru, Hiſpaniola, 
Brazeel, &c. depopulated, above tweenty Millions of the poor 
harmleſs Inhabitants being put to death in full-Peace, and they 
the beſt narur'd People in the World, and very ingenious - 
thotfzh they may ſeem Savages to a ſort of Men, who think all 
Barbarians that differ from them in Habits, Manners, Cuſtoms, 
Diet, Religion, Language, &c. not conlidering that all wiſe 
Nature hath contriv'd a different Scene of Things for various 
Climates : Nay, ſuch is the Inhumanity of theſe Catholick Na- 
tions here'at Home, that they.will frequently bring Strangers 
( ſettled amongſt them by the Laws of Commerce ) and their 
own Fellow-SubjeQts into-the Inquiſition, eſpecially if they are 
Rich, upon a pretence of ſome Heretical Opinion, tho they 
themſelves at firſt protedt and licenſe the Opinion ; as in the 
caſe of Molina, whoſe Book had recciv'd an Imprimatur from 
moſt of the Ingquiſitors of Span and Italy, and even from the 
[ofallible Head of the Church, yet afterwards it was burnt, 
and he himſelf together with many-of his Followers miſerably 
tortur*d ; the Pope ſcarce eſcaping the Puniſhment. The Ge- 
nerqus Aarſhal Scomberg, (driven out” of France for his great 
Services) who had won many Battels for the Portugueſes, and 
ſav*d ' their Country, could not be ſuffer'd to end his Old 
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Age amongſt them, but was forc'd in the midſt of Winter 
to commit hitaſelf to the Sea, and fly to an inhoſpitable 
Shoar. | 

The preſent French Xing renounced all his Pretences on 
Flanders, concluded the Pyrenean Treaty, and ſwore at the 
Altar not to meddle with that Country : but how well he ob- 
ſerv?d that Sacred Covenant, Baron D'Iſola will beſt inform 
you in his: Boxclier d'Etar, for which he was thought to bc 

iſon'd. Neither hath the Prench Monarch been contented to 

reak all Faith and Meaſures with the Spaniard, but he hath 
gone about to deceive and ruine the Pope, Emperoxr, and all the 
Princes a'd Eleftors of the Empire, the Prince of Orange, 
Duke of Lorram, the Switzers, the Dutch, and the Engliſh, and 
not only theſe his Neighbours and Allies, but his own Prote- 
{tant Subjefts, who had all the Security that Solemn Edits, 
Oathr and Promiſes could afford them, beſides many other Ob- 
ligations upon the Crown for bringing the King to the Throne ; 
yet all of a ſudden they found themſelves opprefs'd and de- 
ſtroy'd by his Apoſtolical Dragoons, their Temples razed, their 
Wives and Children taken away, their Goods and Eſtates con- 
fiſcated, themſelves caſt into Priſons, ſent to the Gallies, and 
ofren ſhot at like Birds : His ſeiſing of Lorrain, France, Compte, 
Alſace, Strasburgh, Laxembwgh, the Principality of Orange, the 
County of Av1gnon, Philszpsbourgh, the whole Palatinate, the E- 
leftorates of Mentzs, Treves, and Cologn, his building of Cit- 
tadels in the Empire and in Jtaly, &c. are fo contreditory to 
National Agreements, and Publick Treaties, that ſcarce a 
Feſuit 6r a French-man can have Impudence enough to defend 
them; a Banditto, a Pyrate, or a Pick:pocket would be aſham'd 
of ſuch Aftions; and an ordinary Man' would bg hang'd for 
a Criqe a Million times leſs. His ſeizing upon Hudſon's Bay, 
and leading the Engliſh into Slayery ;, the French Treachery in 
the Engagement at Sea between ns and the Dutch, their fre- 
quent ſeizing of our Ships, are light things, not worthy our 
Reſentment, being under the Condu&t of a AMoxſiexr whom the 
World ſo juſtly vilifies and deſpiſes. 

The Emperour can have no good Pretence to condemn the 
King: of France, or any other Catbolick, Prince for breach of 
Common Faith and Honeſty, ſince he kimfſelf hath plaid the 
fame Game with _his Proteſtant Subjects, inviting fome of on 
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Chief of the Hungarian Nobility to YViema, under the colour 
of Treaty and Friendſhip, and then cutting off their Heads, 
ſeizing their Eſtates and Properties, deſtroying their Paſtors 
and Churches, -and extirpating the whole Reform'd Religion, 
after he had promis'd and ſtipulated to protect and give them 
the Liberty of their Conſciences.. The Pariſian Maſſacres were 
carried on and exccuted under a Mask of Friendſhip, all the 
principal Proteſtants of France being invited to the Healing- 
Marriage, to revel and careſs, were barbaroully butchet'd 
in their Beds at the Toll of a Bell, when they dream'd they 
ſlept ſecurely. The /riſb Maſſacre of above 200000 Proteltants 
was no leſs treacherous, it was a Copy of the Spanyh Cruelty 
in the Welt Indies, to whom the 1r;b are compar'd ,by Hi- 
{torians for their [dleneſs and Inhumanity, tho not for their 
Wit. 

The Perſecutions of the Proteſtants in the Vallies of Piedmont, 
are another inſtance of Pepiſh Immanity and Baſenelſs; they 
were under the common ſhelter of publick Faftions and Trea- 
ties, and had been ſolemnly own'd by the Dukes of Savoy, to 
be the moſt Loyal and the moſt Couragious: of their Subjedts. 
The preſent Dake, who undertook this laſt Perſecution, was 
not content to deſtroy them with his own Troops, but calld 
in the French to aſſiſt at the Comedy, to ſhoot them off the 
Rocks,” to-hunt them over the A/{ps, and to fell the ſtrongeſt of 
them to the Gallies, that the -very Twrkiſb Slaves themſelves 
might deride and inſult over them. Catholicks, who have not 
Power or Opportunity to execute the ſame things, ſeem to 
condemn the Condudt in Publick, but ſing Te Deawm in Private, 
and as ſoon as ever they have got a ſufficient Force, commir 
the like Barbarities, ſo eſſential to. their Religion, that all the 
Inſtint of Nature cannot ſeparate them. The Holy Father 
at Rome ( though he ſets up for a moderate and merciful"Poncs- 
ficate) order'd Te Deumto be ſung up and down, for the ex- 
tirpation of Hereſy out of France and Piedmont ;, and our Eng- 
liſh Catholicks have given us ( as their Army and Intereſt 
eficreay'd ) ſeveral Proofs how well they can juggle and diſguiſe 
themſelves ; ſetting up Courts of Inquiſition, turning Prote- 
ſtants out of all Employs, and cven out of their Freeholds, 
diſpenſing with Laws, Raviſhing Charters, packing Corpora- 
tions, &c. and all under & notion of Liberty or a Divine 
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Right ; they with their Accomplices defend illegal Declara- 
tions, and ſet up an Authority above all our Laws, under the 
Cloak of a Sham-Liberty of Conſcience, racking at the very 
ſame time the Conſciences of the Church-of-England-men, and 
undermining the Foundation of our State. If Mr. Pen and 
his Diſciples had condemn'd the unlawfulneſs of the Declara- 
tions and the Diſpenſing Power, when wrote ſo faſt for 
Liberty of Conſcience, they had then ſhew'd a generous Zeal 
for a juſt Freedom in Matters of Religion, and at the ſame 
time a due Veneration to the Legiſlative Power, ( King, Lords, 
and Commons ) but the ſecret of the Machine was to main- 
tain and ereft a Prerogative above all Acts of Parliament, 
and conſequently to introduce npon that Bottom Tyranny 
and Popery ; yet, notwithſtanding all this uncontroulable Pow- 
er, and ſhew of Grandeur, an Eaſterly Wind, and a Fleet of 
Fly-Boats, would cancel and undo all again, Our Monkiſh Hi- 
ſtorians relate of King John, that being in ſome diſtreſs, he 
ſent Sir Tho. Hardington, and Sir Ralph Fitz-Nicholas, Amballa- 
dours to Mirammumalim, the great Emperor of Morocco, with 
offers of his Kingdom to him, upon Condition he would come 
and aid him, and that if he preyail'd, he would himſelf turn 
Mahometan and renounce Popery. | 

I will not inſiſt upon the Violations of Laws and Treaties 
in the Low Countries, or the Spaniſh Tyranny over them, be- 
cauſe the Spaniards have got ſo much-by that Perſecution and 
Cruelty, that they might be tempted to practiſe the like a- 
gain ; for by gory the Netherlanders to take up Arms for © 
their Defence, and by neceſſitating Queen Elizabeth to afliſt 
and preſerve them, they have ſet up a Free and Glorious 
State ( as they themſelves have call'd them in ſome Treaties ) 
that hath preſerv'd the Janguiſhing Monarchy of Spain, and the 
Liberty of Chriſtendom. 

The baſe and cowardly Maſſacre of that great Hero Wil: 
am Prince of Oranges of the Renowned Admiral Coligny, and 
the Prince of Conde; the many Bloody Conſpiracies for the 
Extirpation of the whole Race of the Houſe of Orange ; the 
Murders of Henry the Second, and Herry the Fourth, are all 
Records and everlaſting Monuments of Popiſh Barbarity ; 
what incredible Effuſions of Blood have been occaſion'd by 


frequent Reyolts of the Popes againſt the Emperours, by the 
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[mag2-Worlhip and the Holy Wars ? What Treachery in the 
Zobemian T ranſattions and Treaties ? What Inhumanity in 
bur aing, Ferome of Pragne, and Foba Fx ? when they had the 
Emperor's Paſs, and all other publick Securities from the 
CouncH it ſelf, that put to Death thoſe two good Men ? 

The Reign of Queen May is another Scene of the Infide- 
lity and Treachery of the Church of Rome ; what Oaths did 
ſhe rake ? What Promiſes and Proteſtations did ſhe make to 
the Swfolk, Men who had ſer the Crown upon her Head, and 
yet they were the firſt that felc the Strokes of Perſecution 
from Her ? Read her Hiſtory in Fox's Martyrs,, and Dr. Bur- 
net's Hiſtory of the Reformation. 

The many Confſpiracies to deſtroy Queen Elizabeth and 


King Famer, the Gunpowder-Plot, the Counſels carried on in 
Popiſh-Coontries to rake off King Charles the Firſt, and the many 


late Popiſh Plots, are a continued Series and Thred, carried on 
by the Church of Rome, to break through all Laws both of 
God end Man, to ere(t an univerſal Monarchy of Prieſt- 
Craft, and to bring the whole World under their Yoke. The 
Swedes have taken an effetual and commendable way to keep 
Popiſh Prieſts and ſeſiirs ( thoſe Bowrefers and Dilturbers of 
Societies, the declared Enemies to the Welfare cf Mankind) 
out of their Countries, by Gelding them, and conſequently 
rendring them incapable of Sacerdotal Functions, tho the 
Prieſts have found out a Salve, -2nd will ſay Maſs and Confeſe, 
if they can procure their Teſticles again, and carry them in 
their Pockets, either preſerved or in Powder : Im e£rhiopia, 
China, and Japan, the Romiſh Prieſts have bcen ſo intolera- 
bly turbulent, and ſach extravagant Incendiaries, that they 
have been often baniſhed and put to Death ſo that now they 
diſguiſe themſelves all over the Eaſtern Nations, under the 
Names and Charatters of Mathematicians, Mechanicks, Phyſi- 
cians, &c. and dare not own their Miſlion to propagate a Faith 
which is grown ridicu!ous a!l over Aſa. 

The long and dreadtul Civil Wars of France; the many 
Maſſacres and Perſccutions, and laſtly, the Sicpe of Rochel, are 
living Inſtances how far - we may rely upon Engagements and 
Laws, both as to the taking of that Bulwark, and the promi- 
{d Relief from hence. The Proteſtant Defenders of it refu- 
king to-rely any longer upon Paper Edits; and the Word of 
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2 moſt Chriſtian King, bad this Ciry granteq them as a Cantio- 
nary Town for thar Security; tor before they had always 
been deluded out of their Advantages by fair Promiſes, inſig- 
nificant Treaties, and the Word of a King ; yet Lewis the 
1 3th following the vitious Examples of Freacherous Princes, 
fell upon this Glorious City, which, upon the account of their 
Laws and Privil:dges, made a Refiltance and brave Defence, 


C having, never heard of Paſſive Obedience, amongſt their Pa- 


ſtors) thinking it more: lawful todefead their Rights, than it 

was for Lew: to invade them. | 
As for the late and preſeat Reign here in England, th:y are 
too nice and tender Things for me to'touch ; whether the 
TranſaCtions of them are confultent with the Coronation Oaths, 
the many Declarations, Proteltations, publick and folemn Pro- 
miles, 1: am no fit Judg ,, they are more proper for the Gravity 
of an Hiſtorian, or the Authority of a Parliament to handle, 
than for a private Gentleman in a Letter to his Friend. The 
Biſhops Papers, and the Prince of Orange's Declarations, arc 
the beſt Memoires of them ; but they only begin where the 
two parts of the Hiſtory of the growth of Popery and Arbi- 
trary.Government leit off, and bow far we may trult to Catho- 
lick Stipulations, Oaths and Treaties, the Facts of palt, and the 
preſent Age are the beſt Cricerions and Rules to guide and d-- 
termine us, for what happens every day, will in a!l probabiliry 
happen to moirow, the ſame Cauſes always produce the fame 
Effetts; and the Chuuch of Komre is (till the ſame Church it 
was an hundred Years ago, thatis, a Mats of Treachery, Bar- 
bariety, Perjury, and the higheſt Superſtition; a Machine 
without any Principle or fertled Law of Motion, not to be 
mov'd or ſtop'd with the weights of any private or publick 
Obligations ; a Monſter that deſtroys all that is Sacred both in 
Heaven and Earth, fo Ravenous thar it is never content, - unlels 
it gets the whole World into its Claws, and tears all to pieces 
in order toSalyation , a Px&ews, that torns it ſelf into all ſhapes ; 
a Chameleon, that purs on all Colours according to its preſent cir- 
cumſtances, this day an Anzebof Light, to morrow a Beelz cb ul, 
Amongſt all the Courts of Chriftendom where | have converſed. 
that of Holland is the irceft from Tricks and Falfehood ; anc! 
though 1 am vaturally jealous aud ſuſpicions of the Conduct nf 
Princes, yet I could never Glrover tae itcalt Knavery within 
r.4 tho{e 
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thoſe Walls, it a 'd to me another Athens of Philoſophers; 
and the only DR If juſtice and Vertue now left in the World. 
As for the Character of the Prince of Orange, it is ſo faithfully 
drawn by Sir William Temple, Doftor Burnet, and in a half 
ſheet lately printed, that 1, who am ſo averſe from Flattery, 
that I can ſcarce ſpeak a good word of any, Body, or think one 
good thought of my ſelf, will not write any further Panegyric 
upon his Highneſs, only that he is a very Honeſt Man, a Great 
Souldier, and a Wile Prince, upon whoſe Word the World 
may ſafely rely. 

A late Pamphleteer reviles the Prince, with breaking his 
Oath when he took the Stat-holder's Office upon him ; not con- 
ering act the Oath wasimpos'd upon his ighoels in his Mi- 
nority by a French Faction, then jealous of the aſpiring and 
true Grandeur of his Young Soul ; that the States themſelves 
( to whom the Obligation was made) freed his Highneſs from 
the Bond ;, and that the Neceſlity of Afﬀairs, and the Importu- 
nities of the People forced that Dignity upon him, which his 
Anceſtors had enjoy*d, and he ſo well deſerved, that he ſfay*d 
the ſinking Common-wealth, (their Provinces being almoſt all 
Surpriz'd and Enſlav*d by the French) compared to the gaſ- 
ping State of Kome after the loſs at Came; His Highneſs was 
no more puft up with this Succeſs, than he had been daunted 
with Hardſhips and Misfortunes ; always the ſame Hero, Juſt, 
Screne, and Unchang'd under all Events, an Argument of the 
vaſtneſs of his Mind ; whereas on the contrary, Mutability 
( ſometimes Tyrant, ſometimes Father of a Country, ſome- 
times Huffing, other times Sneaking ) is often-times a Symp- 
tom of a mean and cowardly Soul, vile and diſſolute, born for 
Rapine and Deſtruction. 

As for the Princeſs, ſhe may without any flattery be ſtiled 
the Honour and Glory of her Sex ; the moſt Knowing, the 
moſt Vertuous, the Faireſt, and yet the beſt Natur*d Princeſs 
in the World ; beloy'd and admir*d by her Enemies, never 
ſ:en in any Paſſion, always under a peculiar ſweetneſs of Tem- 
per, extreamly moderate in her Pleaſures, taking delight in 
Working and Study 4 humble and affable in her Converſation, 
very pertinent in all Queſtions, charitable to all Proteſtants, 
and frequenting their Churches. The Prince is often ſeen with 
her at the Prayers of the Church of England, and ſhe yr 
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Prince at the Devotion of his Church. She diſpences with the 
uſe of the Surplice, bowing to the Altar, and the Name of 
Jeſus, out of Compliance to a Country that adores her, being 
more intent upon the intrinſick and Subſtantial Parts of Reli- 
gion, Prayer and Good Works. She ſpeaks ſeveral Languages 
even to Perfection ; entirely obedient to the Prince, and he ex- 
treamly dear to her. In a word, She is a Princeſs of many ex- 
traordinary Vertues and Excellgncies, without any appearance 
of Vanity, or the leaſt mixtnre of Vice ; and upon whoſe 
Promiſe the World may ſafely depend. As for the many Plots 
and Conſpiracies againſt this Royal Couple, a ſhort time may 
bring-them all to light, and faithful Hiſtorians publiſh them to 
the World. 

Laſtly, We may obſerve that whereas it hath been the Maxim 
of ſeveral Kings, both at home and abroad of late Years, to 
contend and outvie each other in preying upon and deſtroying 
not only their Neighbours, but their own eſtant Subjects, 
by all methods of Perfidiouſneſs and Cruelty ; the only way to 
eſtabliſh Tyranny, and to enflave the natural Freedom of Man- 
kind, being to introduce a general Ignorance, Superſtition and 
Idolatry ; for if once —_— can be perſwaded, that Statues 
and Idols are Divinities and adorable, and that a Wafer is the 
Infinite God, after two or three ridiculous words, uttered by 
a vile Impoſtor and impudent Cheat, then they may eaſily be 
brought'to ſubmit their Necks to all the Yokes that a Tyrant 
and a Prieſt can invent and put upon them ; for if once. they 


with their Reaſon, their Li will ſoon follow ; as we 
1d every day in the miſerable inſlav*'d Countries where Po- 
pery domineers. 


On the contrary, it hath always been the ſteady and immuta- 
ble Principle of the Houſe of Orange to reſcue Exrope from its

man Society ;, the Tad- experience of this and other Kingdoms, 
declares to all Mankind the Invalidity and {nfhgnificancy -of all 
Contratts ard Agre:ments with the Papiſts, who notwithſtand- 
ins all their Solewn Covenants with Hereticks, do watch for all 
Advantages and Opportunities to deſtroy them, being com- 
manded thereunto by their Councils and the principles of their 
Church, and p17 by their Prieſts. :
